The 
outpost incharge rushed to the village with a police party of 
five. Lance Naik Ramdeo Singh was also a member of the 
policy party. The police party conducted an inquiry into 
the incident and was about to return when it was surrounded 
by the extremists who were armed with lethal weapons and 
were about 100 in number. The police party directed the 
extremists not to create any disturbance and to leave the 
village, whereupon they opened fire on the police party hitting 
Shri Ramdeo Singh. Despite being injured, he opened fire 
from his rifle in self-defence and thereby managed to disperse 
the violent extremists who fled away. Shri Ramdeo mngh 
later succumbed to his injuries on way back to the out-post.

RESOLUTION 

Subject . — Reconstitution of the Taraqqi Urdu Board. 

No. F. 1543/77-D. III(L). — The Taraqqi Urdu Board was 
set up as a Central Board in 1969 by Government Resolution 
No. F. 6-41/69-IL I. The Board was reconstituted into a 
Standing Central Advisory Board by Government Resolution 
No, F,F. 15-46/73-L I d,ated the 3rd January, 1974. The Board 
has been functioning now for more than nine years. In the 
light of the experience gained and on the analogy of other 
language institutions, the Government, in supersession of the 
two Resolutions mentioned above, do hereby reconstitute the 
Standing Cenlral Advisory Board, The Board will continue to 
bo called the Taraqqi Urdu Board. 

2. Ob/ecifve.r.— Since economic or social progress requires 
that knowledge in the modem sense of the term be made 
available to people in the language they speak at home, the 
Board would be required to advise Government on the best 
manner of making available in Urdu, to the Urdu-knowing 
public, knowledge of scientific and technological matters as 
well as knowledge of ideas evolved in the modern context. 

The Board will, inter^alla, include among its members 
eminent Urdu knowing scholars. Advantage of their presence 
on the Board will be taken by Government to obtain the 
Board’s advice on such educational matters as may be re- 
ferred to it. 

3, Functions . — The functions of the Board will be ; — 

(a) to ad, vise Government on ; 

(i) production of academic literature as well as other 
types of literature in Urdu, includiug books on 
science and other branches of modern knowledge, 
children’s literature, reference works, encyclopaedias, 
basic texts, etc.; and 

(ii) such educational matters, concerning the promotion 
of Urdu, as may be referred to it; and 
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(b) to undertake suet) other functions for the promotion 
of Urdu may be assigned to it by Government from 
time to time. 

4. Conipoiitiott . — The Toinqqi Lhdu Board shall consist of 
the following ; — 

fi) Cluiirmiin — Minister of State, Ministry of Rduen- 
tion and Social Welfare, Ex-officio, 

(ii) Vlco-Chidnnan . — To bo nominated by Government 
of Jndia. 

(iii) Six Urdu scholars from different subject faculties. 

(ivi Two scholars from Urdu Language and literature. 

(v) One scholar from Urdu Literature for Children. 

(vi) Nominee of Chairman, University Grants Commis- 
sion, 

fvii) Director, National Council of Educational Research 
and Training. 

,'viii) Advisoi, Commission for Scientific and Technical 
Terminology, 

(ix) Nominee of Director General, Council of Scientific 
and Industrial Research (not below the rank of 
Deputy Secretary). 

(x) Financial Adviser. 

(xi) Two representatives of the State Governments from 
States where Urdu is spoken by a substantial num- 
ber of persona, the States to be chosen by the 
Government of India by rotation. 

(xii) Director, Central Institute of Indian Languages. 

(xiii) loint Educational Adviser (L). 

(xiv) Director/Deputy Secretary/Deputy Educational 
Adviser (Languages) — Member Secretary 

The tenure of the members of the Board shall be two years. 

The Vice-Chairman and the members of the Board shall be 
nominated by the Government. 

The Adviser, Commission for Scientific and Technical 
Terminology, Diicctor, National Council of Educational Re- 
search and Training, Nominee of Chairman, University 
Grants Commission, Director, Central Institute of Indian 
I anguiipcs and Nominee of Director General, Council' of 
Scientific and Industrial Research will be members of the 
Board ex-officio. 

The ex-officio members shall continue as members so long 
as they hold office by virtue of which they are members of 
the Board. 

The Divisional Head in the Ministry of Education and 
Social Welfare in charge of the Languages Division will be 
the Member-Secretary of the Board ex-omcio. 

If a vacancy arises on the Board due to resignation, death, 
etc., of a member of the Board, the member apttointed in 
that vacancy shall hold office for the residual period of the 
tenure of two years. 

5. Meetings The Board shall meet not less than once In 

a year. Meetings may, however, be convened at any time 
ns may be deemed necessary. 

6. Secretariat. — ^The Bureau for Promotion of Urdu shall 
function as the secretariat of the Board. 

7. Subject Panels/Working Groups/ Sub-Committees. — The 
Board shall have powers to constitute subject Panels, Work- 
ing Groups/Sub-Committces, ns necessary, in connection With 
the discharge of its functions, 


8. Standing Comnuiice . — ^The Board may, by resolution, 
constitute a St,<nding Committee, beaded by the Chairman of 
the Board, with a view to e.xpcditious discharge of its func- 
tions. The mcmbeis of the Standing Committee shall be 
drawn fiom among Ihe members of the Board. However', the 
Board and the Committee shall have the power to Coopt to 
the Ictlci experts to fulfil specific needs. 

The Standing Committee will meet as often as may be 
specified by the Board.
